FARMED OR WILD? SORTING 





There are four fish you will never see 
on a plate at Jack’s Grill and the Blue 
Pear: Chilean sea bass, swordfish, 
orange roughy, and caviar. That's be- 
cause those Edmonton restaurants 
are members of the €ndangered 
Fish Alliance, a nationwide advoca- 
cy group made up of conservation- 
ists and concerned chefs. Orange 
roughy was fished to near-extinction 
because the deepwater fish gathers in 
large numbers in very predicable lo- 
cations. The Chilean sea bass popu- 
lation was almost decimated because 
the fatty fish stands up well under 
heat lamps at buffets. 

The €ndangered Fish Alliance 
doesn't list salmon, but there is grow- 
ing concern. The sockeye population 
is expected to hit record lows in Brit- 
ish Columbia this year, and salmon 
in general faces huge environmental 
threats from fish farms. On top of 
these pressures, health professionals 
have been encouraging people to eat 
More of the tasty pink fish because 
of it's high levels of heart-healthy 
Omega-3 fatty acids. 

In short, salmon has become yet 
another seemingly insoluble moral 
onundrum—not just for fishophiles, 
but for anyone concerned about the 
health of the world’s oceans. 

In Edmonton, Atlantic salmon 
and all other varieties of salmon 
Sutside the summer and fall salmon 
Season) most likely come from fish 
farms in B.C., sya Catherine Stew- 


art, campaign manager for Living 
Oceans, a B.C. group working to get 
proper labeling on Canadian fish. She 
warns consumers against any type 
of farmed fish because of the harm 
fish farms pose to the environment, 
as well as potential health risks. 
(Farmed salmon is often contami- 
nated with sea lice, which can easily 
spread to the wild population. ) 

But simply avoiding farmed salm- 
on might not be enough anymore 
Wild sockeye salmon stocks are ex- 
pected to hit record lows this year, 
especially on the upper Fraser River. 
Native groups on the west coast are 
considering rationing in order to 
preserve the species. (Oceans and 
Fisheries spokesperson Diane Lake 
cautions that those actions are based 
on forecasts whose accuracy will 
remain unknown until the end of 
the salmon season, sometime in the 
fall.) 

That said, salmon won't be disap- 
pearing from grocery store coolers or 
restaurant menus, nor are advocacy 
groups calling for a blanket ban. 

Restaurateur Darcy Radies of The 
Blue Pear serves salmon during the 
summer, but he’s also watching top 
restaurants in B.C. He points out 
that Robert Clark, the executive chef 
of C Restaurant (perhaps the leading 
seafood restaurant in Vancouver), 
was one of the first to talk about the 
dangers of farmed salmon; Clark 
has taken wild sockeye salmon off 
his menu, and is now musing about 
putting certain inland-farmed salm- 
on back on. Whatever course Clark 
chooses, Radies says he'll likely fol- 
low suit. 
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Jack's Grill already serves farmed 
salmon on occasion, in addition to 
wild salmon in season. “Everyone 
was serving salmon and | wasn't,” 
says owner and executive chef Jack 
Peterson. “I thought, ‘There’s got 
to be an alternative.’ And there is 
There are also good fish farms out 
there.” 

Peterson gets his farmed salmon 
from Creative Salmon, a B.C. com- 
pany that offers “naturally raised” 
Chinook salmon from Tofino. 

Tim Rundle, the general manager 
of Creative Salmon, says interest in 
his farmed fish has increased since 
predictions of low sockeye salmon 
stocks surfaced. Usually at this time 
of year, demand for his fish would 
decrease because of the wild salmon 
available—but not this year. “I think 
there's a really big demand for salm- 
“and 
because there are shortages, there 
will be a bigger demand for farmed 
fish as well.” 

Rundle, who has worked there for 
15 years, has never had to treat his 
fish for sea lice because Chinook 
salmon are less susceptible to the 
disease than the Atlantic variety. 
He notes that his company employs 
other precautions not generally used 
in the rest of the industry, such as 
moving operations around so that 
the bottom of the ocean can recover 
and employing stronger nets to pre- 
vent other animals from drowning 
while trying to eat the fish. (110 sea 
lions died in their nets last year.) 

Stewart is still highly skeptical. 
She points out that open nets still 
dump large amounts of fish feces 


on across the board,” he says,

into the ocean and could never reach 
organic-farming standards. She adds 
that no fish farms in Canada are cer- 
tified as organic. 

But even given these problems and 
the predicted low sockeye salmon 
numbers, Stewart stops short of 
recommending an outright ban on 
“Banning salmon: that’s 
such a broad brush,” she says. 
“There are six species and in B.C. 
alone... 


salmon. 


Some are healthy and some 
are about to collapse, so it's pretty 
tough to say salmon should be an 
endangered species.” 

A coalition of sea-conservancy 
groups called SeaChoice, which 
Stewart belongs to, lists Chinook, 
chum, pink and sockeye salmon as 
species that should not be eaten of- 
ten, and only when wild salmon is 
unavailable. Only farmed salmon is 
listed as “do not eat.” 

Stewart has focused her efforts on 
instituting proper labeling of fish in 
grocery stores (specifically Safeway), 
so that customers can make more 
informed decisions while browsing 
in the seafood section. She points 
out that in the United States, all fish 
must be labeled as farm or wild, and 
indicate if the fish’s food contained 
colourants. (Farm salmon eat feed 
pellets that sometimes contain a co- 
lourant designed to artificially give 
them that distinctive salmon hue.) 

“The important thing is for cus- 
tomers to ask,” Stewart says. “They 
are not going to get answers, because 
the retailers and restaurants largely 
don't know. But if they keep asking, 
then the retailers will keep asking 
their suppliers.”

EDMONTON: ENVIRONMENT 
TAKE THE TRAIN TO UPGRADER ALLEY 


Mary Griffiths wants the provincial govern- 
ment to pause development of upgrader 
alley northeast of Edmonton until the 
environmental impacts of the massive 
industrial development can be established 
and avoided wherever possible. 

The Pembina Institute senior policy 
analyst's recently released report Upgrader 
Alley: Oil Sands Fever Strikes Edmonton, 
predicts that incoming oil upgraders will use 
10 times the amount of water consumed 
by the entire city, and eat up enough land 
to cover an area three-quarters the size of 
Edmonton. 

She recommends instituting agricultural 
and wetland conservation practices in the 
area before the upgraders are built. Griffiths 
has also called on Edmonton to build an LRT 
line out to the Fort Saskatchewan area to 
avoid the environmental costs of roads and 
commuter pollution. 

“The workers aren't all going to live in Fort 
Saskatchewan,” she says. “Many will come 
from the Edmonton area. So! think we need 
to focus on doing more with public transit.” 

Brian Gould, a spokesperson for the Tran- 
sit Riders Union of Edmonton, likes the idea. 
Any time a large employment area is built, 
he says, Edmonton should consider running 
an LRT line out to it. If workers get into the

The Alberta NDP shot down a motion to 
co-operate with the Liberals and Greens at 
their convention last weekend, which will 
likely put an end to discussions of a “united 
alternative” among left-wing parties. 

New parties and grassroots revitalization 
are often born of desperation, notes political 
scientist Harold Jansen, and that's why 
Alberta's Tory monoculture has spawned so 
many alternative parties. It's always good 
to see party brass get more intimate with 

| their grassroots supporters, but when that 

| desperation leads to silly ploys (like name 
changes) and fewer choices for voters (as 
when one party withdraws a candidate 
because an opposition party has a better 
chance of winning without them in the race), 
it's a hazard. And even if you count opposi- 
tion seats as members of one huge, theoreti-’ 
cal party, the Tories would still have won a 
majority in the last election. No amount of 
desperate hair-pulling will change that. 


Edmonton's Pride parade takes a back seat

party-animals Toronto Pride.) 

The front-and-centre presence of gay 
families and married couples gave the day 
a feeling of inclusiveness. And whereas in 
other cities the presence of the mayor might 
seem like mere tokenism or even political 
opportunism, seeing Stephen Mandel pro- 
claim Gay Pride Week with such eagerness, 
after years of intransigence from Bill Smith, 
it's hard to be so cynical 

Perhaps Edmonton Pride feels so vital 
because there's still work to be done here 
in Alberta. There were no visible anti-gay 
protestors this year, but as Liberal MLA for 
Edmonton Centre Laurie Blakeman pointed 
out during the drag show on Saturday, Al- 
berta’s Individual Rights Protection Act still 
does not officially list sexual orientation. | 
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Over the past couple months, an increasing 
number of First Nations bands have begun 
lawsuits and other actions in an effort to 
protect their land from environmental dam- 
age. The Beaver Lake Cree and Athabasca 
Chipewyan First Nation are fighting oilsands 
expansion, and the tiny Lubicon nation 


| is fighting a TransCanada pipeline. These 


actions are difficult undertakings, but these 
groups are doing it anyway, even though 
they face far greater social and economic 
barriers than other communities in the 


| province. 


In protecting their treaty rights, they are 


| also protecting all Albertans. These projects 


may be located primarily in the north, un- 
noticed by most Albertans, but water and air 
don’t respect boundaries. If there are bulgy- 
eyed fish and sick moose on traditional 
hunting grounds, the rest of Alberta could 


| be seeing some pretty frightening sights 
| soon too.

I spent the better part of last week 
in fetal-cringe mode, waiting for 
the Harper residential school apol- 
ogy to go wrong. It was important 
that this moment in our history be 
handled with the utmost dignity and 
unequivocal honesty, and | doubted 
that the current government was up 
to the job. 

| was wrong. Prime Minister Harp- 
er delivered an excellent speech, of 
which he was the principal author, 
and sustained the positive momen- 
tum by allowing the First Nations re- 
sponse to come from the floor of the 
House of Commons. Not even Tory 
MP Pierre Poilievre’s ridiculously 
insulting comments could ruin the 
day. 

An Innovative Research Group poll 
conducted after the speech found 
that 71 per cent of Canadians who 
Were aware of the apology supported 
it; 18 per cent opposed it. The high- 
st level of opposition was among 
Albertans and Conservative support- 
&ts, though both groups generally 
favoured an apology of some sort. A 
Majority of Canadians also backed 
the way the apology was delivered. 

This overwhelming popular sup- 
Port reflects our growing awareness, 
ver the last decade in particular, of 
What the residential schools were and 
how comprehensively wrongheaded 















the very idea of them was. The apol- 
ogy was an acknowledgment not only 
of the suffering of those students 
who were abused physically, mental- 
ly, and sexually, but of the profound 
damage residential schoold did to the 
First Nations as a whole 

However, there are still those who 
claim that the schools did some good, 
and who refuse to accept a share in 
our collective responsibility. Several 
such columns appeared in local and 
national newspapers after Harper's 
apology, as well as various blogs, 
letters to the editor, talk shows, and 
other media. 

The claim that the schools were in 
some ways a positive force is so easy 
to debunk that it makes anyone who 
claims otherwise look downright stu- 
pid. The most common arguments in 
this vein are that residential school- 
children learned languages they 
otherwise would not have, benefited 
from superior healthcare, and were 
sometimes removed from abusive 
situations at home. 

But if languages could be taught in 
residential schools, the same could 
be done in home communities. If 
diseases could be cured at a school, 
the same could be done at home. 
And if abuse was occurring at home, 
the solution was to address those 
issues in that context, not to com- 
pound children’s suffering by throw- 
ing them into an alien world with no 
rights and no protection. 

What is more challenging to ad- 
dress is the refusal by some to accept 
a share in our collective responsibil-

ity for the residential schools. The 
prime minister apologized on behalf 
of all Canadians, recognizing that re- 
sponsibility is not bound by time or 
by direct personal culpability. This 
strikes some Canadians as offensive.

economy? Would you be able to live 
without the freedoms purchased by 
generations of men and women in 
our armed forces?

EDMONTON'S LRT RUSH 

PUTS GOOD PLANNING AND 
PUBLIC CONSULTATION IN THE 
BACKSEAT

I can trace my nerdy fascination with 
urban planning back to junior high. 
In Grade 9, | job-shadowed my 
neighbour, who was an engineer with 
the City of Edmonton transportation 
department. He let me muck around 
his office all day, poking through dif-

ferent maps and diagrams of every- 
thing from the widening of Calgary 
Trail to plans for the ring-road that is 


now nearing completion. 
Since then, I’ve lost the naive fas- 
cination with plans in and of them- 
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selves and honed an appreciation for 
how these plans affect the way in 
which people live and get around in 
the city, 

In Edmonton right now, the de- 
cade-old Transportation Master Plan 
(TMP) is currently being updated, as 
is the Municipal Development Plan 
(MDP)—both key policy documents 
are due within the next year. Unfor- 
tunately, we are now rushing ahead 
to extend our LRT instead of waiting 





for these big-picture decisions 

Co-ordination between the TMP 
and MDP is possible later this year, 
but that’s not good enough. The city 
could miss key opportunities for 
large-scale development near LRT 
stations. Building homes and busi- 
nesses near public transit is crucial 
both for the success of the LRT and 
the livability of the city. The only way 
Edmonton can overcome the chal- 
lenges of the 21st century is if those 
two planning documents are actively 
harmonized by civic leadership—not 
simply dealt to hired consultants as 
an afterthought 

With an aging population and ris- 
ing gasoline prices along with pos- 
sible fuel shortages due to the global 
peak in oil production, we need to 
act as quickly as possible to catch up 
with growth and prepare for those 
new realities. That said, we shouldn't 
rush into any multi-billion-dollar ex- 
tensions without adequate and care- 
ful analysis of all possibilities—es- 
pecially given the cost of getting it 
wrong. A comprehensive review of 
all potential LRT corridors and land- 
use planning around them will be 
worth the delay in getting it right. 

Administration must then mean- 
ingfully engage the public as an in- 
tegral part of consultation and deci- 
sion-making, and that hasn't really 
happened yet. In fact, according to 
a summary report, over a third of 
the representatives on the West LRT 
advisory committee felt planners 
weren't listening to them, and half 
thought the process and parameters 
used were ineffective and inappro- 
priate. 

“Evaluations were done on getting 
people from Lewis Estates to down- 





town,” says resident Nancy Ma 

Donald, “and under that analysis 
any northern route... will always fail 
in comparison to 87 Avenue, because 
it will take longer and it will be more 
expensive. Let's try and develop a 
route where you have more frequent 
stops, and develop a community of 
people who almost don’t [need to| 
use cars.” 

MacDonald says she hadn't given 
LRT a lot of thought before she at 
tended the last of three open hous 
es, curious to learn more about its 
impact on her neighbourhood. She 
came away from the event offended 
by the whole process. And she’s only 
one of a growing number of Edmon 
tonians who have started asking 
larger questions about where the city 
should build its LRT. The proposed 
alignment might be the fastest way 
to downtown from Lewis Estates but, 
as MacDonald argues, “There might 
be better ways to get there... where 
we can start to develop a more densi 
fied and walkable city around those 
train stations.” 

If we stop using travel time for 
suburban commuters as one of the 
primary benchmarks for new LRT 
routes, all sorts of possible densif 
cation opens up. Mayor Mandel and 
councillors want to see alternatives, 
but experts and officials are tied toa 
flawed process, and it’s not in their 
mandate to expand the scope of the 
project. 

We need time to step back from 
the debate, so we can develop a new 
comprehensive, transparent, and 
holistic approach. If we can-intelli- 
gently fuse transportation and land- 
use planning with the framework of 
a detailed LRT master plan, we can 
avoid the suicide of urban sprawl and 
reap the long-term benefits of build- 
ing up instead of out.

AFTER FIVE DECADES AND 
MULTIPLE RELOCATIONS, THE 
YARDBIRD SUITE REMAINS ONE 
OF NORTH AMERICA'S PREMIER 
JAZZ CLUBS 





This isn’t Toronto. This isn’t New 
York. There’s no flash, no razzle-daz- 
zle here in Edmonton. But if you’re 
in the jazz community anywhere in 
the world, you’ve heard of The Yard- 
bird Suite, the longest-standing vol- 
unteer-run music establishment in 
North America—and Edmonton's a 
big fat star on your map of places to 
visit because of it. 

But on March 23, 1957, Edmonton 
was a middling city of about 238,000 
people. The Old Strathcona area was 
dark, moody, and cheap. Whyte Av- 
enue housed the original Yardbird 
Suit, a tiny room with an entrance 
accessible via an alleyway on 104 
Street—a humble beginning for what 
would become one of the country’s 
powerhouse jazz clubs. 

Terry Hawkeye, Zen and Ray Ma- 
gus, Ron Repka, Gary Nelson, Neil 
Gunn, and Ken Chaney—the found- 
ing members of the club—would jam 
there together, playing whatever 
genre was necessary to pay bills, 
bringing in musicians, including the 
likes of Don Cherry (the trumpeter, 
not the Hockey Night in Canada 
host, obviously) and Nat King Cole's 
band, Through it all, the wives and 
girlfriends ran the front lines—un- 
paid—for the love of the music. 

Fifty-one years later, The Yardbird 
'sin a different location but still very 
much in operation, thanks in large 
Part to the local jazz enthusiasts who 
donate time and effort to keep it run- 
ning. Jasiek Poznanski, president of 
the Edmonton Jazz Society (EJS) and 
a Yardbird programmer for 12 years, 
lalks passionately about keeping the 
venue afloat.

“We volunteer our own time,” he 
says, “so that we can not only be part 
of a community group but also see 
lots of great music. It’s kind of a situ- 
ation where everybody benefits... If 
we had to hire staff we'd be out of 
business. With no paid staff, all the 
money we have we try to channel 
into artists’ fees, keeping overhead 
at a minimum so all the money you 
have you can dedicate to performing 
artists.” 

It's a harrowing way to run a busi- 
ness, but after 50 years, it’s starting 
to look like the Yardbird may be onto 
something. “Crowds are getting larg- 
er, the membership base seems to be 
continuously growing,” Poznanski 
says. “Maybe 15 years ago we had 
200 members. These days we're 
around 500. That's a good indication 
of the whole vibe.” 

In 1959 the Suite relocated to Jas- 
per Avenue and 98 Street when the 
Steak Loft vacated the premises. In 
1967, the Yardbird took over a Volk- 
swagen garage just off Whyte across 
from a retired train station, and then 
disappeared. You may have heard of 
a few of the bands who contributed 
to jazz's marginalization: The Bea- 
tles, The Rolling Stones, Cream. So 
while the Yardbird Suite had appar- 
ently faded from the limelight, the 
€JS (which formed in 1973) was still 
organizing concerts at the Captain's 
Cabin, Palm’s Cafe, and other loca- 
tions. 

“That was a time that there was 
not really any location that could last 
longer than a few years,” Poznanski 


says. “Now since 1984, we are at our . 


own home. That makes it way eas- 
ier for us and that's why the future 
looks really bright. This would be the 
major point of the organization. You 
have to have a place to present your 
art, and we have it.” 

In 1984, the Yardbird found its new 
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home at the Malone Warehouse at 11 
Tommy Banks Way. To this day, the 


Suite’s squadron of volunteers re- 


fuses to allow jazz to die in Edmon- 
ton. “We are a community-oriented 
organization,” Poznanski says, “so 


we definitely support jazz. But we

also try to support other community 


events in our venue. There's been 
quite a few of those, self-promoted 
CD releases or other younger per- 
formers.... We try to support young- 
er players and that’s where our lib- 


eral arts program comes in. A few of 


them end up being really great play- 
ers [such as Rubim de Toledo, now 
based in Calgary].” 

The Yardbird fought an uphill 
battle for the Yardbird to reach this 
point, but after five decades, the club 
isn't going anywhere soon

How more of us, polled afterwards, 
would also like to be lab specimens, 
the luckiest ones displayed in pub- 
lic. Over and over, the parameters 
of discussion are lovingly laid down 
at the ol’ planetarium: that life is 
both totally, spiritually sacred, yet 
also overvalued in western society's 
shivering fear of death. Look at what 
Leonardo da Vinci's graveyard trea- 
sure hunts brought us in terms of 
both art and science, we're validly 
reminded. Why, in the Middle Ages, 
autopsies were done in public so ev- 
eryone could see! 

That's all well and good academi- 
cally, but then you’re standing there 
facing the jazz-hands cadaver, face 
peeled back under a silly hat, won- 


dering if this German body-fixation 
isn’t opening a door that maybe 
should have opaque windows. That 
the mutilation is the star; not, as they 
stress, the miracle of evolution. Can 
you actually walk through the Hall 
of Embryos without being at least a

And that, taken to its logical conclu- 
sion, wouldn't it be completely fuck- 
ing cool if a bunch of these naked, 
skinned humans were posed fighting 
a giant bear skeleton?

OF FRUITY BEERS 





No, we're not talking about “beera 
coladas” or adding a slice of lemon 
to your lager. Fruit beers differ from 
regular beers by the addition of fruit 
and/or juice during production—and 
they may surprise you with their 
complexity. Though beer purists 
(and those with no sense of adven- 
ture) may turn up their noses at fruit 
beer, a good one is refreshing and 
clean, never sweet or cloying. Here’s 
a rundown of some notable, locally- 
available fruit beers. 


HUYGHE FLORIS NINKEBERRY 
Huyghe is famous for their super- 
strong Delirium Tremens (complete 
with pink elephants and dancing al- 
ligators on the label), but the Ninke- 
berry is just as well-made, if com- 
pletely opposite in style. 

This wheat beer is made with a 
blend of tropical fruits, which come 
across in aromas of mango, pine- 
apple, and passion fruit. The palate 
is soft and round, almost perfume- 
like, with some sweetness on the fin- 
ish~but it isn't syrupy. Think of it as 
Carbonated fruit juice, and on a hot 
day no one will begrudge you one of 
these little bottles.

HUYGHE FLORIS KRIEK 

A “kriek” is a beer made with cher- 
Nes. Krieks are often on the sweeter 
tnd of fruit beers, and sometinies 
Tun the risk of tasting medicinal~a

“oma is uncannily similar to cherry 


candy, like jujubes or those chewy 
blobs you buy for a nickel at Mac's. 

Behind the upfront synthetics are 
hints of slightly stinky, weedy aro- 
mas (picture yourself eating cherry 
jujubes while walking through an 
overgrown field on a hot day). The 
palate is unfortunately one-dimen- 
sional, verging on syrupy—good for 
those with a sweet tooth and/or a

LINDEMANS FRAMBOISE 
LAMBIC 

As the label indicates, this beer is 
made from local barley, unmalted 
wheat, fresh raspberries, and wild 





yeast. (A “lambic” is a beer that is 
spontaneously fermented with wild 
yeast.) Be aware that you'll need a 
corkscrew and a bottle opener to 
crack this baby, as there’s a cork hid 
ing under the crown cap. 

Once you've used far too .many 
tools to open the bottle, you'll be 
greeted by a dark red beer with pro- 
nounced sour raspberry aromas. The 
nose is quite amazing, and the palate 
keeps the sourness consistent: it isn’t 
sweet at all. Very good, but a little 
pricey.

My roommates and I used to refer 
to Friends & Neighbours simply as 
“Fiends”—as in, “Hey you want to go 
to Fiends for breakfast?” (The an= 
swer was invariably “Yeah.”) 1 was 
amused to notice recently that Ka- 
buli Grill, a couple of blocks west of 
F&N’s longtime Whyte Avenue loca- 
tion, has a banner appliquéd to their 
window reading “Where Fiends and 
Flavours Meet”—the typo is actually 
repeated multiple times—so maybe 
they’re more deserving of that sobri- 
quet. 

Anyhow, the Friends & Neighbours 
of today is somewhat different from 
the place where my buddies and I 
used to go a decade ago to pour cof- 
fee on our hangovers and eat bacon 
and eggs. I’m not sure how many 
ownership changes the place has 
undergone, but the interior has been 
spiffed up with bright green leather- 
ette booths and the menu is about 
five times longer than I remember. 
The tank full of monster koi is still 


at the back, and it should be noted 
that their tiny bathrooms have not 
changed a bit—still entirely unsuit- 
able for the morbidly obese, the long- 
limbed, and the claustrophobic 

The new F&N menu is so exten- 
sive that I felt encouraged to visit 
three times in a single week to get a 
sense of the range. They still serve 
the hearty breakfast fare and greasy- 
spoon staples of my studenthood, but 
it seems like they've adopted some 
new items to keep pace with their 
competition on the block. The ad- 
vent of Café Mosaics inspired them 
to add more vegetarian options, for 
example, and the arrival of Oodle 
Noodle across the street may have 
spurred them to pad out their hand- 
ful of Chinese food dishes with mix- 
‘n'-match noodle dishes of Japanese, 
Thai, and Vietnamese extraction. 

But on my first visit, I just wanted 
breakfast and, nearly as important, I 
wanted coffee.

2005 was a scary, albeit exciting 
time for Edmonton's jazz commu- 
nity. When Jazz City folded after 25 
years as a summer institution, the 
city’s musicians and jazz lovers had 
mere weeks to cobble together a new 
festival. _ 

“Energetic” is the word Edmonton 
Jazz Festival society executive direc- 
tor Kent Sangster uses to describe 
those turbulent days. “We had six 
weeks to put a festival on,” he says. 
“But we did it using a small group 
and, thankfully, the volunteer base 
that had formed around the previous 
festival.” Heading into 2008, Sang- 
ster is cautiously optimistic about 
the new festival's progress. “It's two 
steps forward, one step back,” he ad- 
mits. “Balancing out everything that 
we do is kind of like sitting down 
with a new piece, looking at it as a 
whole and editing it.” 

Luckily, sponsors see that the festi- 
val is working and support has solidi- 
fied. “We work hard to find sponsors 


and we have some really good friends 
of the festival,” says Sangster. “From 
top to bottom, the support is con- 
nected to the music: for example, 
Acura’s involvement in the festival is 
driven by a few individuals in Acura 
that just really love jazz.” 

€ven though Sangster is pimping 
the festival nonstop these days, he’s 
also a member of the Edmonton Jazz 
Orchestra, an initiative of the Festi- 
val Society. “It's not so much a big 
band as itis a concert ensemble,” 
he explains. “The orchestra exists 
to foster local compositions but also 
local talent by having concert experi- 
ence available for players. We've tried 
to fill the void left by Tommy Banks’

band. Not that Tommy’s done doing 
his thing, but the band’s retired.” 

Jazzworks is another important 
initiative of the EJS. “It's a program 
that puts on workshops for kids that 
get to be mentored by musicians here 
and all over Canada,” Sangster says. 
“It culminates in a yearly non-com- 
petitive festival for high school and 
college bands. During the festivals, 
students will be invited to some of 
the soundchecks as well.” 

Sangster would like to see family 
concerts become more a part of the 
Jazz Festival in future years. “My 
kids really love the concerts that the 
ESO puts on,” he says, “and it'd be 
nice to have some afternoon con- 





certs that would get families and kids 
out.” And they’re educating you too 
“At our websites and at our concerts 
there's a glossary we've made called 
‘Jazz 101’ to introduce people to the 
terms and styles of jazz.” 

Let's face it: jazz experts can get a 
little snobby. But Sangster says the 
last thing Jazz Festival promoters 
want is to make new listeners feel in- 
timidated—after all, those newcom- 
ers are the ones who'll keep the fes- 
tival running in the future. “When 
the festival's on and I’m at concerts,” 
Sangster says, “I just like to sit back 
and see who's there and watch the 
smiles on people's faces.” Now, that 
doesn’t sound snobby at all.

It seems like most “supergroups” 
these days are indie rock bands from 
Toronto, and the only thing “super” 
about them is their super-lame re- 
cords. But Vancouver's The Tranzmi- 
tors are the antithesis of those shoe- 
gazey name-droppers who dominate 
college radio charts. 

Formed. from the fragments of 
much-loved left-coast acts like The 
Smugglers, The New Town Animals, 
and The Parallels, The Tranzmitors 
continue the legacy of first-wave U.K. 
bands like The Buzzcocks, Slaughter, 
and The Dogs. Last year the band 
was contacted by legendary English 
syndicate” Stiff Records’ (onetime 
home of Elvis Costello, The Adverts, 
and Nick Lowe), who subsequently 
released their full-length debut. 

“The. Stiff connection was quite 
funny,” Tranzmitor's drummer 
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It's BIRMingham | Not BirmingHAM, silly, PHOTO SUPPLIED 


Bryce Dunn explains. “We got an e- 
mail from their president saying how 
he had heard our stuff at the Rough 
Trade store in London. We thought 
it was someone pullin’ our leg, but 
at the end of the e-mail it said, ‘This 
is for real, it's not a joke.’ They had 
just begun releasing material again 
after-a 25-year hiatus, and we were 
the first band to put out a full-length 
since they started up again.” 

Their partnership with the label 
culminated in a 10-day U.K. tour last 
summer, which Dunn says involved 
an appropriate arnount of disorder. 
“It was pretty fun,” he laughs. “We 
weren't sure what to expect. The first

two days of the tour were hilarious— 
we ended up having to haul our gear 


around on the tube since the van we 
had arranged for hadn’t shown up 
We were basically running around 
London like chickens with our heads 
cut off. We were like The Beatles, but 
instead of screaming girls, it was an- 
gry tube riders yelling at these totally 
clueless Canadians for having our 
guitars all over their stations.” 
Travel mishaps aside, the land 
of tea 'n’ crumpets welcomed The 
Tranzmitors with open arms, and the 
band played to packed pubs, winning 
over fans half a world away. “The 
last night of the tour we played in 


Birmingham, which we had all been 
‘Birming-HAM,” 
Dunn says, “and we came to realize

that as [guitarist] Nick’s perspira- 
tion levels were getting to a peak, his 
jackets were starting to basically dis- 
solve onstage. So we threw one of his 
jackets into the crowd, and they tore 
it apart like a pack of wolves!” 

When they aren’t busy sweatin’ it 
out on stage, the industrious group 
is hard at work releasing a slew of 
7”s on labels like La-Ti-Da, Ugly Pop, 
Deranged, and Seeing Eye. “The 45 
is the best way to hear a band,” Dunn 
says. “It's short, it's sweet, it doesn’t 
take a lot of time to produce. We all 
appreciate the aesthetic of records, 
‘cause we're all record collectors.” 

The band will release self-titled 
singles compilation on Germany’s 
Screaming Apple Records (The 
MonoMen, Dukes of Hamburg, 
Bomboras), just in time for their 
stint at this summer's Wild Weekend 
power-pop festival in Austin, Texas. 
The band will be playing alongside 
veteran punk acts like the Pointed 
Sticks, 20/20, and The Boys, whose 
bratty opus “First Time” has been 
covered by The Tranzmitors nearly 
every time I've seen ‘em live.

| can't help but think of Ben Stein's role 
as Ferris Bueller's monotone economics 
teacher as | prepare for my interview with 
local songwriter Trent Buhler—although 
I'm sure he's heard all the gags by now.

From the beginning, Wolf Parade seemed too 
@cood to be true. Their 2005 debut album, the criti- 
cally lauded Apologies to the Queen Mary, bristled 
with the kind of creative energy that tends to destroy its creators (in this case 
Spencer Krug and Dan Boeckner, the group's chief songwriters). While all four 
members have since pursued side projects that are formidable in their own 
right (including, but not limited to; Krug’s stints with Frog Eyes and Sunset 
Rubdown, and Boeckner's Handsome Furs duo), they've thankfully reunited 
as Wolf Parade for analbum that’s every bit as snarling and gorgeous as its 
predecessor. 

From the muted stomp of “Fine Young Cannibals" to the hypnotic keyboard 
loop that opens lead single “Call It a Ritual,” At Mount Zoomer is full of mo- 
ments where you gleefully realize that you're hearing something brand new in 
the weathered, seen-it-all-before book of rock ’n' roll. 

Krug and Boeckner are writing more songs as a team—a departure from their 
previous "you write one, I'll write another" approach—the best example being 


“Kissing the Beehive,” the sprawling 11-minute epic that closes the album.

About a year and a half ago, I decid- 
ed I was officially sick of ensemble 
improv movies. And I think the nail 
in the coffin for me was 2006's For 
Your Consideration, the woefully 
limp Hollywood satire directed by 
Christopher Guest, the man whose 
Waiting for Guffman and Best in 
Show spawned a wave of pale imita- 
tors: Ham and Cheese, Blackballed, 
The Delicate Art of Parking, The 
Big Tease, The Foot Fist Way, It's All 
Gone Pete Tong, The Life and Times 
of Guy Terrifico... on and on and on. 

What had once seemed loose and 
unpredictable now seemed merely 
sloppy, the plots about large groups 
of eccentric losers competing against 
each other in some esoteric sport, 
hobby, or music genre as rigid and 
formulaic as any scripted comedy. 

€nough! I hadn't seen a decent im- 
prov movie in years, and | wasn’t re- 
ally interested in looking for one 

But as a very bad amateur poker 
player and a compulsive watcher of 
televised poker tournaments, I de- 
cided to break my embargo and give 
Zak Penn's The Grand a whirl. And 
while I can’t claim that this all-star 
spoof of the world of professional 
poker players rejuvenates the improv 
movie or does anything even re- 
motely innovative with the genre, it’s 
certainly amusing enough to be worth 
a rental, and to make me wonder why 
critics reacted to it with such hostility. 
Maybe they felt even more burned

by For Your Consideration than I 
did, or maybe they just haven't 
watched enough poker on TV to ap- 
preciate The Grand’s sly jabs at those 
shows’ overheated player profiles 
and rampant product placement. I 
mean, the plot revolves around the 
annual $10,000,000 tournament 
of NAIPL, the North American In- 
door Poker League. Come on! “The 
Indoor Poker League”? That's fun- 
ny! 

Penn focuses on seven players in 
particular: Jack Faro (Woody Har- 
relson), the booze- and drug-ad- 
dicted ne’er-do-well grandson of the 
casino’s late owner; Harold Melvin 
(Chris Parnell), an Asperger's case 
who recites the Mentat oath from 
Dune before every game; Andy An- 
drews (Richard Kind), a Wisconsin 
















































naif who accidentally qualified for 
the tournament while searching the 
internet for a place to buy antique 
fireplace pokers; Deuce Fairbanks 
(Dennis Farina), old-school 
gambler who thinks Vegas started 
going to hell when they allowed cu- 
lottes into the casinos; The German 
Herzog), a psychopath 
who checks into the hotel with sev-

eral cages of rabbits and guinea pigs, 
explaining that he doesn't feel alive 
unless he kills a living creature ev- 
ery single day; and Lainie and Larry 
Schwartzman (Cheryl Hines and 
David Cross), twin siblings whose 
father (Gabe Kaplan) has ruthlessly 
pitted them against each other ever 
since infancy. 

Maybe this is a case of low ex- 
pectations paying off, but I laughed

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pretty consistently through the first 
half of The Grand. There are plenty 
of gags here—especially the mon- 
tage of Cross obnoxiously taunting 
his fellow players, a cameo by Mi- 
chael McKean as a developer whose 
latest mega-hotel consists of one 
room that will cost $1,000,000 a 
night, and a bit by Judy Greer as 
Kind’s wife, who looks around the 
ribbon store she runs and confesses 
to the camera that she occasionally 
dreams of lighting up a blowtorch 
and burning the whole damn place 
down. Poker fans will also chuckle 
at the way Kind’s character cluelessly 
insists on referring to Doyle Brunson 
as “Tex.” Seriously: these bits are 
as good as anything in Best in 
Show. 

Where The Grand fails to equal its 


predecessor is its second half, when 
the tournament takes over. Penn and 
his cast aren't able to find a way to 
make the action at the tables as fun- 
ny as the stuff leading up to it, and 
Michael Karnow's character—a mo- 
ronic announcer clearly modeled on 
Fred Willard’s dog-show play-by-play 
guy in Best in Show—is a giant dud 

Unlike the $10,000,000 tourna- 
ment in The Grand, improv movies 
tend to play for pretty low stakes—a 
few mild chuckles and some amus- 
ing character interactions and we 
comedy fans tend to go home happy. 
Sure, Zak Penn probably was hoping 
he'd get a little luckier with his cam- 
era than he did in The Grand, but 4 
director can't always rely on luck. As 
The German would say, “Luck is 4 
crutch.”

pinpoint exactly who its target audi- 
enceis. It's far too plodding for horror 
fans, much too graphic and violent 
for those who lean toward thrillers... 
it won't even satisfy the few movie- 
goers who can actually stand Mark 
Wahlberg. I have a sneaking suspi- 
cion that this movie was made for 
one person and one alone: M. Night 
Shyamalan. 

Sure, The Sixth Sense was a fan- 
tastic, out-of-nowhere little .chiller, 
but its follow-up, Unbreakable (a 
creepy love letter to comic books) 
lacked the same “special something.” 
Then again, I thought his alien inva- 
sion flick Signs had its fair share of 
creepy moments (although my hand 
felt a little clammy afterwards from 
Shyamalan leading me through the 
entire thing) 

But somewhere around this point 
in his career, things started to go 
wrong for him creatively—ironically, 
just when Disney (the studio respon- 
sible for his biggest hits) decided to 
give him free rein over his projects. 
Suddenly the man touted as the film- 
making prodigy who was the next 
Hitchcock and the next Spielberg 
combined started making really bad 
movies: the Outer Limits ripoff The 
Village and the so-bad-it's-funny 
Lady in the Water. He took very lit- 
tle responsibility for both disasters, 
blaming studio interference on qual- 
ity and content. Disney called him 
difficult. 

What's a genius to do? Well, the 
only option for Shyamalan was to 
jump. over to the greener pastures 
of 20th Century Fox, who not only 
promised him the same amount 
of freedom as Disney, but also the 
tempting offer to try making more 
adult-oriented scare fare. A prom- 
ising prospect, but The Happening 
might be the R-rated rope he’s hung 
himself with.

in one particularly ludicrous scene, a 
hungry lion. 

Because the toxin seems to be 
sticking to the east coast (Why? 
Science.) Our heroes—the clueles 
teacher, his twitchy wife (Zooey D 
schanel), and his weepy work-budcy 
(John Leguizamo)—make a run for 
the countryside, thinking their city 
is a possible target for the toxin. But 
as they head farther into farmland 
they realize that it’s not Osama thats 
out to get them; it’s their front lawn 
So begins 90 minutes of people run 
ning in terror from tall grass and 
stiff winds. 

SPOILERS END. 

The Happening is just foul, from its 
absolutely awful acting (Deschanel 
looks ready. to bust out laughing @t | 
any second), to Shyamalan's taste 
less attempts at “scariness”—he lost 
me at a scene showing construction 
workers plummeting from a sky- 
scraper that’s so gratuitously graphic 
I wanted to leave the theatre. 

Am I being a dick about this mov- 
ie? Perhaps, but 1 might have been 
kinder if I hadn’t noticed M. Night 
giving himself an acting credit as 4 
fucking text message. The Happen 
ing is a toothless, pointless example 
of the hyper finally succumbing '0 
the hype, and it could very well do! 
the i on Shyamalan's career suicide 
note.

Historically, cinema has given sha- 
manic or earth-based religions the 
short end of the stick. (Or the short 
end of the dowsing rod, as the case 
may be.) All too often, serious ex- 
aminations of indigenous cultures 
and practices are discarded in favour 
of hysterical stereotypes and mun- 
dane good/bad archetypes within 
low-budget genre exercises. 

Not that this is necessarily a bad 
thing! A so-called “B” (or “Z”) 
movie can often provide a space in 
which to explore geopolitical and 
cultural issues... provided there's an 
appropriate amount of violence, sex, 
gore, and nudity to backup the phi- 
losophizing. 

Blood on Satan’s Claw is as good 


an example of drive-in driven psy- 
chotronic regional filmmaking from 
the early 1970s as any. It's the kind 
of film that didn’t play “respectable” 
theatres, but passion pits with exotic 
names such as The Golden West or 
The Belmont. 

Made by independent U.K. horror 
studio Tigon (the American equiva- 
lent would be American Interna- 
tional Pictures in the 1960s or Film 
Ventures International in the 1970s), 
Blood on Satan's Claw is, on the sur- 
face, a traditional “witches are bad 
and only the patriarch is worth pro- 
tecting” historical genre exercise, 
but upon deeper examination it re- 
veals many riches. : 

With a limited budget (my guess 
would be a 15-day schedule with 
about 60 to 70 setups a day), a non- 


star cast, and with little or no pro- 
duction value, Blood on Satan's Claw 
nonetheless delivers the goods to the 
mind and the body of the discrimi- 
nating and non-discriminating film 
devotee alike. 


Director Piers Haggard pays sur 
prisingly close attention to historical 
detail (the film takes place in 17th 
century England), rooting the film 
in a convincing reality despite th: 
images of demon attacks and satanic 
orgies, The male cast (led by Brit 
ish D-movie icon Patrick Wymark 
brings an air of gravity and sens: 
of urgency to the proceedings, while 
the female leads (led by '7Os sire; 
Linda Hayden) take off their tops 
and scream at the appropriate mo 
ments. 

At the same time, the film is quit: 
sympathetic to a period when being 
a free-spirited young woman was 
tantamount to receiving a death sen- 
tence. The music by Marc Wilkin- 
son makes nice use of period instru 
ments, and while Haggard’s staging 
is workmanlike at best, the film clips 
along at a 90-minute gallop that nev 
er bores and consistently surprises 
with its understanding portrayal of 
shamanic rituals. 

Blood on Satan's Claw will never 
be mistaken for great filmmaking. |t 
is, however, rarer than a hen’s tooth 
and on this celebratory weekend of 
transformation, it's as great a way 
as any to kick back and enjoy after 
dancing around the maypole.

Chic Flicks: SEE’s Fashion Filmography 


FROM DYLAN’S REVOLUTION- 
ARY STYLE TO THE CROCS OF 
IDIOCRACY, OUR HISTORY OF 

UNSUNG ONSCREEN STYLE 





Movies have always been setters 
and disseminators of fashion trends, 
stocking our collective unconscious 
with avatars of beauty, glamour, and 
style. Movies also form a visual re- 
cord of how people and places looked 
at various points in history, a fact 
that often facilitates the seemingly 
endless resurrection and reinvention 
of styles from the past. 

So, as part of SEE’s Summer Fash- 
ion Issue, here’s a quick and dirty 
survey of notable movies that have 
furnished a snapshot of fashion as 
it was, what it meant, and what it 
might yet mean to the retro-styles of 
tomorrow. 


SUPERVIXENS (1975) 

Russ Meyer was always an ardent 
admirer/exploiter of the sort of full- 
figured women who don't get much 
screentime in mainstream movies 
these days, except as found-object 
visual gags. While his entire film- 
ography celebrates naturally buxom 
beauty—a shape that has inarguably 
been supplanted by a more sculpt- 
ed/surgically enhanced esthetic— 
Supervixens imparts to its volup- 
tuous heroine (Shari Eubank) a 
spiritual quality that could only find 
its proper vessel in such fleshy abun- 
dance. 


DON’T LOOK BACK (1967)/ 

NO DIRECTION HOME (2005) 
Much has been written lately about 
I'm Not There, Todd Haynes’ multi- 
farious meditation on Bob Dylan(s), 
but these documentaries by D.A. 
Pennebaker and Martin Scorsese 
capture Dylan's transformation from 
folkie darling to rock iconoclast—and 
the resulting blowback is a startling 
testament to the revolutionary pow- 
er of style, as well as Dylan's unique 
genius for self-invention both as 
performer and fashion plate. 


NASHVILLE (1975) 

Robert Altman made a full-frontal 
assault on the world of high fashion 
in 1994’s alleged comedy Ready to 
Wear, but it was the panorama of 
sartorial styles in his sprawling mas- 
terwork Nashville that contains the 
more ludicrous outfits, worn by a 
Cross-section of country superstars 
and various hangers-on. 

The piled-up hair and quasi-wed- 
ding gown attire of Ronee Blakely, 
Karen Black's eye-scalding red 
crinoline frock and the lacquer-stiff 
cowboy duds on Henry Gibson and 
Timothy Brown (as a token black 
country singer) supply a commen- 
‘ary in themselves on the artificial 
down-home humility and tacky 
“repe-paper patriotism _ plastered

over America’s profound social up 
heaval on the eve of its 200th birth- 
day, and at the end of the Vietnam 
war 


GREY GARDENS (1975) 

A quarter-century after Gloria Swan- 
son made going mad in a decrepit 
old mansion look somewhat glam- 
ourous in Sunset Boulevard, Edith 
Bouvier Beale and her daughter 
Little Edie showed what it really 
looks like when America’s aris- 
tocracy goes batty in this legend- 
ary documentary by the Maysles 
brothers. Little Edie’s proclivity for 
headscarves, skin-tight body stock- 
ings, and ravaged furs creates an 
aura of classy dementia that most 
low-born shut-ins couldn't dream of 
attaining. 


FIRST BLOOD (1982) 

Think about it: before John Rambo 
(Sly Stallone) tied on his trademark 
bandana and reduced the town of 
Hope, B.C. to cinders, the headband 
had been wholly appropriated by the 
likes of Olivia Newton-John, Sheena 
Easton, and Loverboy’s Mike Reno. 
Sly made it safe again for manly 
men to keep the sweat out of their 
eyes, even when sporting a poofy 
feathered haircut. Chuck Norris 
subsequently based his career on 
this look (see: Lone Wolf McQuade, 
Delta Force, Missing in Action 1-3, 
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Invasion U.S.A.) and currently re 
lies on it to keep his rug in place on 
windy days 


THE ROAD WARRIOR (1981)/ 
ESCAPE FROM NEW YORK 
38) 

How interesting that filmmakers 
working on opposite sides of the 
world would simultaneously hit 
upon the idea that future dystopias 
will be ruled by savage punk rock- 
ers in bondage-gear body armour. 
While both George Miller and John 
Carpenter would go on to personally 
dilute the impact of this vision with 
vastly inferior sequels, it didn't dis- 
suade other hacks from picturing a 
frightening tomorrow tricked out in 
denim vests, leather pants, and Mo- 
hawks. 


SAFE (1995) 

Todd Haynes’ chilly psychodrama 
about a California housewife (Ju- 
lianne Moore) who succumbs to 
environmental sickness—or is it an 
allergic reaction to her vapid, over- 
privileged life? charts an interesting 
fashion course as Moore's character 
devolves from highly manicured, de- 
signer-clad trophy spouse to feature- 
less, mousy quasi-victim ensconced 
in a hermetic New Age cocoon, a 
sort of reverse-Cinderella effect that 
treats the trappings of beauty as a 
dread disease. 


NAPOLEON DYNAMITE (2004) 

It's hard to say if Jared Hess’ depic- 
tion of life among the loser stratum 
of an Idaho high school held up a 
mirror to a generation of young 
people in secondhand-store T-shirts, 
high-fastening corduroys, and un- 
self-conscious haircuts or encour- 
aged them to proudly pedal their 
coaster bikes out of the fashion 
closet. Whatever the case, Napoleon 
(Jon Heder) and his nerdy associates 
epitomize what Vice has termed the 
“Timmy” look—purchased right off 
the rack in the boys’ section of your 
mom’s favourite department store. 


IDIOCRAGY (2005) 

I just wanted to point out that the 
morons inhabiting Mike Judge’s 
yahootopia all wear Crocs, the most 
aesthetically appalling development 
in shoes since the Spanish boot. 


ZODIAC (2007) 

There's an interesting fashion com- 
pare-and-contrast in David Fincher's 
brutal true-crime epic. On the one 
hand there's Mark Ruffalo, whose 
cynical detective eventually grows 
out of his immense, side-parted 
locks, mutton chops, and brown ve- 
lour bowtie; and on the other, we’ve 
got Jake Gyllenhaal’s resolute ama- 
teur investigator Robert Graysmi- 
th, who wears the same plaid shirt 


and quilted fall jacket and, indeed, 


doesn’t seem to age a minute over 
the two decades the film spans. Tho- 
se who have seen the director's cut 
know this is Fincher's way of subtly 
signaling that Graysmith is actually 
a ghost. 


THE DARJEELING LIMITED 
(2007) 

The characters in Wes Anderson's 
highly stylized quirkfests always 
look like they’re wearing uniforms 
rather than outfits (though in The 
Life Aquatic, they really are uni- 
forms). In The Darjeeling Limited, 
the affectations sported by the three 
brothers (played by Adrien Bro- 
dy, Jason Schwartzman, and Owen 
Wilson)—lank hair and aviator sha- 
des, louche mustache, dirty banda- 
ges, and suit jackets all around—say 
more about the characters than they 
ever say about themselves. 


BEOWULF (2007) 

This CGI version of the Old English 
epic represents the cutting edge of 
Hollywood fashion—dressing actors 
in glossy coats of pixels with finely 
shaded abs, iiber-tumescent boobs, 
and strangely inexpressive facial 
expressions that approximate an

Well, after a week of being back in 
the U.S. of A, Iremembered some of 
the reasons why I was happy to leave. 
Apart from urine-streaked subway 
stations and portion sizes that rival 
the weekly food production of en- 


tire small countries, the news media 
continues to stick in my craw. 

I really enjoyed living in the States 
during the last presidential election. 
As a covert Canadian (only my MEC 
bag and the occasional “aboot” sig- 
naled my true citizenship) living 
on a largely Democratic Ivy League 
campus, surrounded by colleagues 
studying politics and the media, I 
had an all-access pass to the hoopla. 
Hell, I even went to John Kerry ral- 
lies and watched Jon Stewart every 
night. It was different. It was fun. It 
was revelatory. 

But I’d forgotten how incredibly 
dense the media down there is. And 
how obsessed it is with the electoral 
process. Some would argue that just 
as love means never having to say 


you're sorry, democracy means nev- 
er having to apologize for saturated 
coverage of the democratic process 
But is it too much to task to go to a 
news channel and not be bombarded 
by pundits saying the same things 
about Obama, McCain, and their po- 
tential running mates over and over 
again, ad nauseam? 

Small wonder that Americans are 
criticized for being insular and un- 
interested in the world outside their 
borders—it’s because they don’t get to 
see that world on TV! At dinner with 
friends in Philadelphia last Sunday, | 
asked people how they thought Euro 
2008 was going so far and got blank 
stares. But ask a question about Liv- 
ing Lohan, and you can’t shut them 
up. These are Ivy League Ph.D. stu- 


dents in communications! Yeesh 

But in about seven weeks, The 
Olympics will begin in China, and 
Americans will pretend to be inter- 
ested in other countries for once, but 
only in the way that their citizens 
can dominate them. 

The irony, of course, is that the 
Chinese aren't exactly scrambling 
to welcome all these spectators. 
And the networks have taken notice. 
Some broadcasters have already an- 
nounced that they will be scaling back 
their coverage of the games because 
their equipment continues to get 
held up in Chinese ports—if they can 
even get past the labyrinthine paper- 
work in the first place. The Chinese 
government has placed fierce restric- 
tions on coverage of events outside

China is expecting half a mil 
lion visitors for The Olympics, and 
they're increasing their security and 
police force by just as many, in ad- 
dition to the 30,000 members of 
the foreign media. While the Party 
welcomes the revenue to an increas- 
ingly urbanized industrial country, it 
sure doesn’t want the freedom of ex- 
pression and democratic rights that 
often accompanies development. 

Yes, the Chinese will whitewash 
the Olympic Games this summer. 
And the American audience won't 
know the difference. After all, they’|| 
all be watching Living Lohan.

a few good men working in the field, but 
Winston was in a class by himself.”

“Art Can Be Scandalous!” screams 
the headline on the front page of 
the official program for The Works, 
Edmonton's annual downtown fes- 
tival of visual art. And who would 
disagree? From Gustave Courbet's 
“Origin of the World” to to Mar- 
cel Duchamp’s _ urinal-in-a-gallery 
and Picasso's. “Les Demoiselles 
d'Avignon” to Chris Ofili’s dung- 
stained portrait of the Virgin Mary, 
there is a proud tradition of visual 
artists using confrontational imag- 
ery to shock the complacent eye into 
a new way of seeing the world—and 
in some cases, a whole new way of 
thinking. 

But how well does The Works live 
up to its scandalous billing? SEE 
thumbed through the program—laid

out to look like a supermarket tab- 
loid—and found genuinely scandal- 
ous shows in disappointingly short 
supply.

Sam Varteniuk wants to know one 
thing: What ever happened to Lou 
Diamond Phillips?

Theatre. The idea of the play came 
to him when he was watching an 


episode of Kiefer Sutherland’s TV 





show 24 in which Phillips appeared 
in a small one-off role as a guard at 
a security facility. Seeing them shar- 
ing the screen reminded Varteniuk 
of the Young Guns series, where the 
two actors first appeared together. 

His curiosity piqued, Varteniuk be- 
gan digging into Phillips’ biography, 
including his rise to fame thanks to 
movies like La Bamba and Young 
Guns, his fall from the spotlight 
several years later, and the two very 
public divorces that bookmarked 
those periods in his life 

“] thought: what if while filming 


Young Guns, Lou was going through 
tough times in his relationship and 
Kiefer helped him realize what he 
needed to do to stay strong and go 
on?” Varteniuk says. “So he stuck 
with Kiefer and did Renegades in- 
stead of being in Emilio [Estevez’s] 
crappy movie about garbagemen 
{Men at Work]. Then, 15 years lat- 
er, history repeats itself, and 1 saw 
Emilio offering Lou a role in Mighty 
Ducks 4, and Kiefer offering him a 
role in this new cop drama he was 
doing, all in the context of another 
broken marriage.” 

While I’m Sticking With Kiefer is 
Mostly Water’s first full-length play, 
the troupe has been doing sketch 
comedy shows since 2005, as well 
as producing Metro Digital Shorts, 
a monthly festival of short films at 
Metro Cinema. According to actor 
Trent Wilkie, doing a full-length play 
has been an educational experience 

“We usually all write the sketches 
together,” Wilkie explains. “But this 
was completely Sam's baby. So it was 
neat to be able to step back from that 
and focus entirely on the acting for 
a significant period of time because 
I've never gotten a chance to do that 
before. We finally get to play charac- 
ters that aren't just one-dimensional 
and you can actually be a full person 
for an hour and a half.”

With Rapid Fire Theatre artistic di- 
rector Kevin Gillese recovering from 
having his wisdom teeth pulled, it 
.falls on Amy Shostak to improvise 
an interview about the upcoming 
Rapid Fire-affiliated Improvaganza 
festival. 

Okay, okay, bad joke—and it’s just 
as awful here as it was when I tried it 
out on Theatresports and Chimprov 
veteran Shostak. Truth is, though, 
writing about improv is a trouble- 
some task, and explaining the basis 
behind a festival dedicated to the 
form is equally thankless. 

But despite the floundering ef- 
forts of arts journalists, Improva- 
ganza (now in its eighth year) has 
thrived. That shouldn’t be surpris- 
ing, though, in a town famed for the 
quality of its improvisers—many of 
them the spiritual sons and daugh- 
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ters of former Rapid Fire leader and 
teacher Jacob Banigan. For instance, 
Shostak intersperses her improv 
work (often in tandem with Belinda 
Cornish) with straight acting and di- 
recting jobs, while Gillese has toured 
North America and other parts of 
the world as part of the improv duo 
Scratch—and that's just the tip of the 
iceberg. 

But as Shostak is quick to point 
out, Improvaganza is a little less 
about the familiar local faces (“I'll be 
performing a lot less this year”) and 
more about the talent that they're 
bringing in specifically for the festi- 
val—performers drawn here by Ed- 
monton’s reputation for top-quality 
improv comedy and an audience that 
appreciates it. 

“It's amazing that we get the audi- 
ences we do here in town,” she mar- 
vels. “I’ve been to many other cities 
where the crowds are pretty scarce.” 

Shostak notes that the festival will 
be branching out this year into sketch 
and even standup comedy, picking 
up somewhat where the erstwhile 
Edmonton Comedy Festival left off, 
but with a slight difference. 

“It's more of an alternate com- 
edy festival in a way,” she explains. 


“There's a void that we think we can 
fill. It's sort of where improv tends 
to fall anyways—and kind of a way to 
bring in people who aren't familiar 
with improv but understand standup 
comedy.” 

In practice, the line between im- 
provisers and straight-up comedians 
at Improvaganza is blurry: this year's 
lineup includes Peter Oldring and 
Pat Kelley, creators and stars of the 
Comedy Network’s Good Morning 
World; and Illinois duo The Pajama 
Men, worldwide Fringe perform- 
ers and now Second City mainstays 
in Chicago. Edmonton native Josh 
Dean (who got his start at the Fringe 
and with local company Teatro La 
Quindicina before succumbing to 
the bright lights of L.A. and a role in 
the controversial new movie Young 
People Fucking) will be making 
an appearance on June 28 with the 
Birthday Girls. 

But much of the festival still de- 
pends on the think-fast-on-your- 
feet nature of improv, with various 
teams from other cities lining up 
for head-to-head battles: The Pa- 
jama Man versus fellow Americans 
Dad’s Garage this Friday at 11 p.m., 
and Iron Cobra versus Sunday Ser-

Mentor Meets Mentee

I's dramaturgy season in Edmon- 
ton—and no, that doesn’t mean that 
hunters are allowed to shoot dra- 
maturgs. Between Springboards at 
Workshop West, Nextfest at Theatre 
Network, and now Trading Stages 
at Walterdale Playhouse, more new 
plays are getting onto their feet than 
at any other time during the year ex- 
cept the Fringe. 

And Trading Spaces may be the 
most interesting event of the bunch: 
two emerging playwrights were 
each paired up with established 
playwrights, who then guided them 
through the rewriting of a script for 
a one-act play. Now those plays will 
be performed alongside a script by 
the mentors: a double bill of Nathan 
Coppens’ Cellar Doors, Secret Gar- 
dens and Trevor Schmidt's Mock- 
ingbird Close will play on alternate 
nights with Taylor Chadwick’s Up 
S"G Creek and David Belke’s Bless 
You, Billy Wilder. 

Since the process was so col- 
laborative, it made sense to make 
this article collaborative as well: SEE

Taylor Chadwick: The play is about 
two writers, a Canadian and an 
American, who get together to write 
a movie about 9/11. And the play is 
sort of about the disintegration of 
that process—how they're fooled by 
the film industry and ‘how they try 
to make something work that never 
does. 

David Belke: What appealed to me 
about Taylor’s script was there was 
a real energy and life to it, and the 
push-pull relationship between the 
two characters was really intriguing. 
I thought he had a strong voice, and | 
thought there was some depth there 
that could be brought to the surface 

TC: When David and | first met up, 
he immediately asked me a bunch of 
questions: What's the focus of the 
story? What's the antagonist want? 
Does he get what he wants, and if 
not, why doesn't he? 

DB: | find my approach to drama- 
turgy changes all the time, depend- 
ing on the playwright. Some of them 
want to be challenged, while some 
of them are afraid to be challenged. 
Some just want to be asked the 
questions and have that illuminate 
their vision. With Taylor, he'd writ- 
ten a very satiric play, so point of 
view was very important: “Why are 
you saying this? What is your per- 
sonal take on this subject?” And 
the other big issue was the charac- 
ter work and finding the differences 
between the characters and mak- 
ing those differences bounce off 
each other. 

TC: Probably the most helpful 
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comments David made were about 
picking the protagonist and the an- 
tagonist. | remember: he said, “Even 
if you’re making a buddy picture, 
the buddies still have that pinnacle 
moment where they get into a tiff.’ 


You can’t constantly have these guys 


getting along—especially if their 
friendship is eventually going to 
end. David inspired me quite a lot—I 
always felt overwhelmed and rejuve- 
nated after our meetings. I was al- 
ways thinking, “Aw, I've gotta do all 
this work now!” 

DB: He was so excited! And that’s 
exactly what you hope for as a dra 
maturge—to ask the questions and 
get the playwright thinking in new 
ways about the play that excite him 
and energizes him and motivates 
him to explore 

TC: I so admire David's under- 


standing of story and his ability to | 


tell a story through dialogue. He's 


very good at creating relationships | 
just through text. He really got me to | 
delve into that storytelling thing—I | 


started out writing this chummy- 
funny little thing, and he got me to 
take it seriously for a second. 

DB: That outside voice 
important—playwriting is such a 
solitary journey that it's easy to lose 
perspective on what you've written. | 
don't think you ever become a “per- 
fect playwright”; even if you've got a 
good handle on your personal style, 
there's always that rewriting, always 
that polishing, those new discoveries 
at workshops and first readings and 
rehearsals. It’s a process that could 
quite likely never stop—but part of 
being an artist is knowing when to 
let go.

AUDIENCES HAVE NO SCRUPLES? 





Powermann, the world’s fattest con- 
tortionist, had been pestering me 
to get up on stage and tell jokes. I 
agreed to, but kept putting it off. I’ve 
acted before, and I am used to stand- 
ing up in front of people and talking 
to them. That doesn't scare me. 

Comedy scares me. 

Comedians get on a stage and show 
you their sores. The truest, funniest 
jokes, are the ones that sting a little. 
Laughter, it is said, evolved from 
Screaming. 

Look at the faces of people who 
are laughing in a comedy club, really 
look, and you can't miss it. There's 
deferred fear there. People laugh 
when they can't process an absurdity, 
or stare a truth in the face. 

What I feared was the idea of dy- 
'ng onstage. It’s the worst thing in 
the world to see. At these clubs, the 
crowd wants to laugh and they work 
with you. If you manage to turn them 


off that hard, they hate you. You can 
feel it. 

I'd seen Powermann die, and I'd 
seen him kill. With time and expe- 
rience, he was killing almost all the 
time now. He'd learned to take his 
natural wit and all the things that 
hurt him onto the stage and make 
them work. 

I knew that if I got up there regu- 
larly I would die, more than once, 
before I got better. | began to wonder 
what it would be like. 1 got obsessed. 

I worked up a short five-minute set 
designed to make the audience hate 
me. I shared bits of it with a friend 
and with Powermann. This is a guy 
who does a three minute bit about 
rape in his set that leaves the audi- 
ence open-mouthed in horror. He 
told me it was too far. 

I knew I was ready for amateur 
night -

guys at these shows. I’d been to see 
Powermann a lot, so I'd had to sit 
through them as well. Their routines 
were, typically, misogynist garbage 
Stale jokes about how stupid women 
were for not wanting to fuck them. 
That kind of thing. Hateful material, 
but it usually went over. No short- 
age of man/woman tension in this 
world. There were a few good guys. 
They showed up, did their time like 
pros, and made nice. 

Backstage before the show | felt 
alone, Powermann was there, but he 
had his career to think of. He need- 
ed to schmooze. He genuinely liked 
these guys better than I did, too. 
They all wanted the same thing, that 
standup become their job. All the 
famous stand-ups started like this, 
sitting backstage at these tiny clubs, 
working for free, and wanting it so 
badly. 

It was the rinky-dinkyness of it, 
the hunger for more stage time, 
that made me feel queasy. They all 
wanted to kill; in the hopes they'd be 
thrown paid gigs. I got the sense that 
there was a lot of politics involved. I 
was a poseur. 

This was my edge. The rest were 
wondering if they would kill or die. 
| already knew. | was here to commit 
suicide, _ 

My first lines onstage, delivered in 
near monotone, were that, by law, I 


had to explain I was performing as a 
work release from the hospital. I was 
obligated by that same law to explain 
that | was serving time for a series 
of unspeakably horrific crimes. (I 
spared no detail’ here.) Seven such 
crimes. That they knew of. 

This was the opener that I'd honed 
for a year to turn an audience against 
me. 

They laughed. 

They laughed all the way through 
my routine, which got much worse 
from there. 

I left the stage not sure how or 
what | felt about that. There's an un- 
deniable rush that comes from going 
over, It was tempered with a kind of 
guilt at how really awful my jokes 
had been. 

The second time I went onstage, | 
made the routine even nastier. They 
laughed harder. 

I've never done a third. 

1 wanted to believe that people 
understood the irony of what | was 
doing, that they realized this was a 
character piece, a satire on standup, 
and that is why they laughed. If I’m 
honest with myself, I think it's just 


because they found the pain funny. 


As do we all. It's how we're wired.
